STATE LEGISLATURES MEET 


Few More Hatifications Necessary to 
Legalize Equal Franchise Clause 
to Constitution. 


Weshington—The American wom- 
an’s long fight for equal suffrage en- 
ters upon ite final stage this week, 
when the annual sessions of state leg- 
islatures convene. Suffrage leaders 
have every hope of ratification by e 
sufficient number of states to insure 
full participation by 28,000,000 women 
voters tn the presidential and congres- 
sionzal elections next November. 

To achieve their goal of full voting 
righta in the selection of the next pres- 
ident of the United States, the suffrage 
leaders admittedly have a difficult task 
ahead of them, but with the pledges of 
both national political parties for sin- 
cere co-operation to complete ratifica- 
tion by 36 states, the women feel that 
only unexpected obstacles can defeat 
them. 

Twenty-two states have ratified the 
nineteenth amendment. In the order 
of their ratification they are. Wiscon- 
gin, Michigan, Kansas, Ohio, New 
York, Illinois, Pennsylvania, Massa- 
chusetts, Texas, lowa, Missouri, Ar- 
kansas, Montana, Nebreska, Minne- 
sota, North Dakota, South Dakota and 
Cclorado. 

The legislatures of four states, 
where the suffrage leaders are hope- 
ful of ratification, meet in regular ses- 
sion this week. Kentucky, New Jorsey, 
Kkhode Island and Maryland. Governcr 
Olcott, of Oregon, has called the legis- 
luture of that state to meet in special 
session January 12 for ratification of 
the anuffrage amendment, and there ig 
no doubt as to the outcome there 

Nine states with Republican gov- 
ernors have legislatures pledged to 
tatify the amendment jf called in spe- 
cial session and the Republican na- 
tional committee is on record with a 
promise to urge sich acton. These 
states are Arizona, Connecticut, Dela- 
ware, Idaho, Indiana, New Merico, 
Vermont, Washington and Wyoming. 
Of these states, Arizona, Idaho, In- 
diana, Washington and Wyoming al- 
ready have granted full or presidential 
suffrage to women by state action. 
Three states with Democratic gov- 
ernors have legislatures pledgeé to 
ratify if called. They are Nevada, 
Oklahoma and West Virginia. 

To minimize what appear to be the 
odds against them, the women point 
to the fact. that seven states having 
full suffrage have not ratified. These 
states are Arizona, Idaho, Nevada, 
Oklahoma, Oregon, Washington and 
Wyoming. Suffrage sentiment in those 
states is so strong, it is stated, that 
special sessions in all of them are 


probable.

Charles H. Duell, Jr., chairman 
of the Westchester county executive 
committee of the Legion, announced 
that his committee had unanimously 
upheld the post's decision on the 
ground that Mr. Malone's radical 
views and relations with radical agi- 
tators do not measure up to the Le 
gion’s standard of Americanization. 

Mr. Malone has recently acted as 
counsel for L. C. A. K. Martens, self:

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JANUARY 18 TO BE DRY SUNDAY 
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Commissioner Says Every Function of 
Government WIIi be Ready 


Washington.—Celebration of Jan. 18, 
the first Sunday after constitutional 
prohibtion goes into effect, as “law 
and order Sunday” has been indorsed 
by Daniel C. Roper, commis- 
céoner of internal -revenne, in an ap- 
peal for an “aroused public con- 
science” with regard to law enforce- 
ment, He said prohibition will be en-

“Whether prohibition ia a wise na 
tional policy,” said Mr. Roper, “is no 
longer a question for debate or con- 
tention.

“I can not believe that any stata 
or other political division wil! von- 
sciously bring discredit upon itself by 
failure to respond promptly to its full 
legal and moral responsibilties of in- 
intiative and co-operation in connec 
tion with the enforcement of the Pro- 
hibition Act.”

Askg to be Buried Where He Succeed- 
ed in Business 


Chicago»—Former Judge Thomas 
O'Hara, who during the second admin- 
{stration of President Cleveland was 
the executive’s personal representa- 
tive sent to Central America, to 
smooth out the difficulties between 
ther United States and Great Britain 
over the Mosquito coast of Nicaragua 
is dead, aged 63 years.
